W heth­ 
er the new rules will simply go back to 
the days before Mr. Randall was speak­ 
er, or will have changes more or less im­ 
portant than this would be, nobody but 
the bouse oan say; but the people of the 
country ought with one voice to help and 
support soy honest effort to do busi­

. . . The house will meet 
without rules, ard must make them. 
They must be made by the majority of 
the bouse, for no one else can by any 
possibility make them . To suppose that 
the opposition will refuse to do their 
legislative duty unless they can dictate 
the roles is the wildest dream of parlia­ 
mentary insurrection that ever presented 
itself to human vision. But whether 
they venture on this action or not, the 
whole subject needs the sunlight of pub­ 
lic opinion. If the American people do 
not g ets congree snob as they wish, and 
legislation such as they need, it is en_ 
tirely their own fault. I do not mean 
that they might Lave elected better men 
and are therefore to blame. They are at 
fault if they do not see that the woik is 
done after the men are elected.

A i oi e was lowered to them and they at­ 
tempted to fasten it around Krueger’s 
body. 
While doing so they wero over­ 
powered by the fumes from the deadly 
paint. 
Tho men above became panic­ 
stricken 
when 
thoy 
saw what had 
taken place and ran away. 
At this junc­ 
ture Frederick Vogel, Jr., a member of 
tho firm, arrived, having been attracted 
by tho uproar. 
Fastening a rope about 
ins body ho called tho workmen back and 
had them lower him into the deadly tank. 
Ho was overcome as soon as ho reached 
the bottom and was hauled up more dead 
‘hail alive. 
As soon as he recovered con­ 
sciousness ho insisted that he bo let down 
again, this time taking the precaution to 
tio a wet sponge over his mouth and nos­ 
trils. 
Ho was successful in withstanding 
the noxious gases given out by the paint, 
and one bygone the unconscious men wero 
hauled out. 
Medical aid was on hand,

by tho stipendiary magistrate of that dis­ 
trict, and some of it has lieen brought 
down for examination, creating no little 
interest in tlmt unfamiliar land and excit­ 
ing considerable comment. The road will lie 
SIO miles iii length aud will cross the main 
line of the Canadian Pacific at Winder- 
mere, 107 miles duo north of the Soo. 
The country is said to be rich in pino and 
minerals. 
Tile idea of the men interested 
is to open up tikis country and to build to 
Hudson Bay with a view to making a Eu­ 
ropean route through the Hudson strait 
Tho distance is one-third less than the 
much talked of route from Winnipeg. The 
Dominion government will I o asked for 
aid and a surveying party will start out 
from here Jan. I under the direction of 
Joseph Fozens, a well-known Canadian 
engineer.

ENGINEER TWOMBLY WAS DRUNK. 


Confession of Fireman LaClorhe Regard­ 
ing the Hock Island Wreck. 
Chic ago, Sept. 30.— Engineer Twomb- 
ly 
was under tho influence of liquor last 
Tuesday evening when he ran his engine 
into the Washington Heights passenger 
car. 
Tho 
coroner’s jury held him to the 
grand jury to answer to the killing of six 
persons. 
Fireman LaClocho 
was also 
turned ovor to tho grand jury. 
The Rock 
Island company, Conductor Buford of the 
freight train, and the crew of tho passen­ 
ger wero severely censured. 
After tho verdict had been brought in 
La Clocho admitted that ho had sworn 
falsely before tho jury, though he pre­ 
tended that his perjury was tho result of 
excitement and confusion rather than a 
deliberate 
misstatement. 
LaCloche ad­ 
mitted further that he had seen Twombly 
under the influence of liquor two or three 
times in tho last month. 
LaClocho took 
Lieut. Healy asido and confessed that he 
had not told the truth on tho witness stand. 
To tho lieutenant then and to other 
per­ 
sons afterward LaCloche said that the en­ 
gineer and himself had taken two or throo 
drinks before going out with their train 
Tuesday evening, 
He intimated that 
Twombly was asleep while the heavy train 
was thundering forward a few hundred 
feet 
from 
the 
passenger 
coach. 
Twombly 
was 
leaning 
out 
of 
the 
cab, he said, and he could not say whether 
tho engineer was asleep or 
not; 
but 
ho know that his companion was under the 
influence of liquor. 
LaCloche swore be­ 
fore tho jury that he did not seo the red 
dangor signal until within three or four 
ear-lengths of it. 
After the verdict he ad­ 
mitted that ho saw it half a mile away. 
By his post-verdict confession it appears 
that both Twombly and LaCloche jumped 
as soon as they saw their danger. 
From 
other portions of his admission it seems 
that Twombly and LaCloche, sobered by 
the accident, 
walked several blocks to­ 
gether that night and concocted the story 
the fireman told the jury. 
Intimations 
wore given out also that high officials of 
the road had connived at the suppression 
of tho facts.

subject of the Sunday sermon of tho 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage. D. D., was 
“The Shorn Locks of Samson.” 
The 
preacher took his text from Judges 
xvi, 5: 
“Entice him, and see wherein 
his great strength lieth, and by what 
means we may prevail against him, 
that we may bind him to aillict him; 
and we will give the every one of us 
eleven hundred pieces of silver.” 
Dr. 
Talmage*eaid: 
One thousand pounds, or about fivp 
thousand dollars of our money, were 
thus offered for the capture of a giant. 
It would take a skillful photographist 
to picture Samson as he really was. 
The most facile words are not supple 
enough to describe him. 
Ile was a 
giant and a child; the conqueror and 
the defeated; able to snap a lion’s jaw 
and yet captured by tho sight of a 
maiden. 
Ile was ruler and slave; a 
commingling of virtue and vice, the 
sublime and the ridiculous; 
sharp 
enough to make a good riddle, and yet 
weak enough to be caught in the most 
superficial stratagem; honest enough 
to settle his debt, and yet outrageous­ 
ly robbing somebody else to get the 
material to pay it; a miracle and a 
scoffing; a crowning glory and a burn­ 
ing shame. 
Thoro ho stands, looming 
up above other men, a mountain of 
flesh, his arms bunched with muscle 
that can lift the gate of a city, taking 
an attitude defiant of armed men and 
wild beasts. 
His hair had never been 
cut and it rolled down in seven great 
plaits over his shoulders, adding to his 
fierceness and terror. 
The Philistines 
want to conquer him, and therefore 
they must find out where the secret of 
his strength lies. 
There is a woman living in the valley 
of Sorek by the name of Delilah. They 
appoint her the agent in the case. The 
Philistines are secreted in the same 
building, and then Delilah goes to work 
and coaxes Samson to tell what is the 
secret of his strength. • ‘Well, ” he says, 
“if you should take seven green withes, 
such as they fasten wild beasts with, and 
put them around me, I should be per­ 
fectly powerless.” 
So she binds him 
with tho seven green withes. Then she 
claps her hands and says, “They come— 
the Philistines!” and he walks out as 
though there were no imped iraent. 
She 
coaxes him again and says, “Now tell me 
the secret of this great strength,” and 
he replies, “If you should take some 
ropes that have never been used, and tie 
me with them, I should be just like 
other men.” 
She tics him with the 
ropes, claps her hands and shouts, 
“They come—the 
Philistines!” 
He 
walks out as easy as he did before—not 
single obstruction. 
She coaxes him again, and ho says: 
Now, if you should take these seven 
plaits of hair, and by this house loom 
weave them into a web, I could not 
get away.” 
So the house loom 
is 
rolled up, :md the shuttle flies back­ 
ward and forward, and the long plaits 
of hair are woven into a web. 
Then 
she claps her hands and says: 
“They 
come! the Philistines!” lie walks out 
as easily as he did before, dragging’ 
a part of the loom with him. 
But 
after a while she persuades him to tel 
her the truth. 
He says: 
“If you 
should take a razor, or shears, anc 
cut off this long hair, I should be 
powerless and in the hands of my 
enemies.” 
Samson sleeps, and, that 
she may not wake him up during the 
process of shearing, help is called in. 
You know that the barbers 
of tho 
East have such 
a skillful way of 
manipulating the head, to this very 
day, they will put a man, wide awake, 
sound asleep. 
I hear the blades of the 
shears grinding against each other, 
and I see the long locks falling off. 
The shears, or razor, accomplishes 
what green withes and new ropes and 
house loom could not do. 
Suddenly she claps her hands, and 
says: 
“The Philistines be upon thee 
Samson!” He rouses up with a struggle 
but his strength is all g • ! 
He is in 
the hands of his enemies! 
I hear the 
groan of the giant as they take his eye 
out, and then I.5fiql?.lfflr^Sggerihg on in 
his 'blindness, feeling his way as he 
goes on toward Gaza. The prison door 
is opened and the giant is thrust in. He 
sits down and puts his hands on the mill 
crank, which, with exhausting horizon­ 
tal motion, gees day after day, week 
after week, and month after month— 
work, work, work! Tho consternation 
of the world in captivity, hia locks 
shorn, his eyes punctured, grinding 
corn in Gaza. In a previous sermon on 
this character I learned some lessons, 
but another class of lessons are before 
11s now. 
Learn first how very strong people 
arc sometimes coaxed into great im­ 
becilities. 
Samson had no right to re­ 
veal tho secret of his strength. 
Deli­ 
lah’s first attempt to find out is a fail­ 
ure. 
He says: 
“Green withes will 
1 bind me,” but it was a failure. 
Then 
' he says: 
“A new rope will hold me,” 
but it was also a failure. 
Then 
lie 
says: 
“Weave my locks into a web 
and that will blind mc.” yet that was 
also a failure. 
But at last you sec how 
she coaxed it out of him. 
Unimport­ 
ant actions in life that involve no 
moral principle may without injury be 
subjected to ardent persuasions, but as 
soon as you have come to the line that 
separates right from wrong, no in­ 
ducement or blandishment ought to 
make you step over it. 
Two young men passing down this 
street come opposite a drinking saloon, 
with a red lantern hung out from the 
door to light the men to perdition. 
“Let us go in,” says one, 
“No, I 
won't* ” says tho other, 4 ‘I never go to 
such places.” 
“Now, yon don't say 
you art? as weak as t^p,t? Why, I havo 
boon going there for two years and it 
hasn’t hurt mf. 
Como, come, now, be 
a man. 
If you can’t stand anything 
stronger take a little sherry. 
You need 
to see tho world as it is. 
I don t be­ 
lieve in intemperance any more than 
you. 
I can stop drinking just when I 
want to. You shall go. 
Come right 
along.” 
Persuasion has Conquered. 
Samson yields to the coaxing, and 
there is carnival la hell tfijit night 
among the Philistines, and they shout: 
“Ha! ha! we've got him.” 
Those who havo the kindest and most 
sympathetic natures are the most in 
danger. 
Your very disposition to 
please others will be the very trap they 
set. 
If you were cold and harsh and 
severe in yournatyre you would not be 
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age the siren, 
Though strong as a 
giant, look out for Delilah’s scissors. 
Samson, the strongest man who ever , 
lived, was overcome by coaxing. 
Again, this narrative teaches the 
power of an ill disposed woman. 
In 
the portrait gallery of the Bible queens , 
we find Abigail and Ruth and Miriam 
and Deborah, 
but 
in the rogues’ 
gallery of a police station you find the 
pictures of women as well as men. 
Delilah's picture belongs to the rogues' 
gallery, but she hod more power than 
all Philistia armed with sword and 
spear. 
She could carry off tho iron 
gates of Samson’s resolution as easily 
as he shouldered the gates of Gaza. 
The force that had killed the lion 
which one day plunged out fierce from 
the thicket utterly succumbs to the 
silken net which Delilah weaves for 
tho giant. 
He who 
had driven 
an army in riotous retreat with tile 
bleached jaw bone, slighting them 
hip and thigh with great slaughter, 
now falls captive at tho feet of an un­ 
worthy woman. 
If there is a divine 
power in the good mother, her face 
bright with purity, her unselfish love 
beaming from hor eye, a gentleness 
uttering itself io every syllable, a dig­ 
nity that can not bo dethroned, united 
with the playfulness that will not be 
checked, her presence a perpetual ben­ 
ediction. her mime our defense when 
we are tempted, her memory an out- 
gushing well of tears and congratula­ 
tion and thanksgiving, her heaven a 
palm waving and a coronal; then there 
is just as great an influence in the op­ 
posite direction in tho bad mother, hor 
momory a signal for tho bitterest 
anathemas. 
One wrong headed, wrong hearted 
mother may ruin one child, and that 
one child, grown up, may destroy a 
hundred people, and the hundred blast 
thousand, and tho thousand a mil­ 
lion. 
The wife’s sphore is a realm of 
honor and power almost unlimited. 
There are multitudes of men in the 
marts of trode whose fortunes have 
been tho result of wife’s frugality. 
'he burdens of life are comparatively 
light when there are other hands to 
help us lift them. 
One cheerful word in the evening 
tide as you corno in has silenced the 
clamor of unpaid notes and tho disap­ 
pointment of poor investments. 
You 
havo seen an aged couple who for 
scores of years havo helped each other 
on in life’s pilgrimage going down tho 
steep of years. 
Long association has 
made them much alike. 
They rejoiced 
at tho same advent* they bent over the 
same cradle, they wept at tho same 
grave. 
In the evening1 they sit quietly 
think ing of the past 
The life currents 
beat feebly in their pulsos and their 
work will soon bo done. 
A few short 
days may separate them, but, not far 
apart in time of departure, they join 
each other on the other side of the 
flood. 
Side by side let Jacob and 
luohol bo buried. 
Let one willow 
overreach their graves. 
Lot their 
tombstones stand alike marked with the 
same Scripture. 
Side by sido at the 
marriage altar. 
Sido by side iii the 
long jpurney. 
Side by side in their 
graves. 
After life’s fitful fever they 
s leep well. 
While the most excellent and tri­ 
umphant exhibitions of character we 
find among the women of history, and 
the world thrills with the names of 
Mane Antoinette and Josephine and 
Jean of Are and Maria Theresa and 
hundreds of others, on tho other hand 
tho names of Mary the First of Eng­ 
land. Margaret of France, Julia of 
Rome and Elizabeth Petrowna of Rus­ 
sia have scorched the eye of history 
with their abominations, and their 
names, like banished spirits, have gone 
shrieking and 
cursing through the 
world. 
In female biography we find 
the two extremes of excellence and 
crime. 
Woman stands nearest tho 
gate of heaven or nearest the door of 
hell. 
When adorned by grace she 
reaches a point of Christian elevation 
which mnn cannot attain, and when 
blasted of crlmo she sinks deeper than 
man can plunge. 
Again, this strange story of the text 
leads mo to consider some of the ways 
in which strong men get their locks 
shorn. 
God, for some reason best 
known to Himself, mado the strength of 
Samson to depend on tho length of his 
hair; when the shears clipped it his 
strength was gone. 
Tho strength of 
men is variously distributed. 
Some­ 
times it lies in physical development, 
sometimes in intellectual attainments, 
sometimes in hoart force, sometimes in 
social position, sometimes in financial 
accumulation; and there is always a 
sharp shears ready to destroy 
it. 
Every day there are 
amsons un- 
gianted. 
I saw a you J man start life 
under tho most ch* 
mg advantages. 
His acute mind wp 
.1 home in all scien- 
. It*- y^kgd forth in 
life head and siiouldors above others 
in mental stature 
He could wrestle 
with giants in opposing systems of 
philosophy and ci'^ry off tho gates of 
opposing :hools, and smite Hie ene­ 
mies of lr. th hip and thigh with great 
slaughter. 
But he began to tamper 
with brilliant free thinking. 
Modern 
theories of the soul threw over him 
their blandishments. 
Skepticism was 
ho Delilah that shore his locks off, 
and all the Philistines of doubt and 
darkness and despair were upon him. 
Ho died in a very prison of unbelief, 
his eyes out* 
Far back in the country districts 
there was born one whose fame will 
last as long as American institutions. 
He stood, tho admired of millions; tho 
nation uncovered in his presence, and 
when he spoke senates sat breathless 
under tho spell. 
The plotters against 
good government attempted to bind 
him with green withes and weave his 
locks in a web, yet he walked forth 
from the enthralment not knowing he 
had burst a bond. 
But from the wine 
cup there arose a destroying spirit that 
camo forth to capture his soul. He 
drank until his eyes grew dim and his 
knees knocked 
together 
and his 
strength failed, 
Exhausted with life­ 
long dissipations he went home to die, 
and everywhere it was known that it 
was strong drink that cameliko tho In­ 
famous Delilah and his locks were 
shorn. 
From the island of Corsica there 
started forth a nature charged with 
unparalleled energies to make thrones 
tremble and convulse the earth. 
Pied­ 
mont* Naples, 
Bavaria, 
Germany, 
Italy, Austria and England rose up to 
crush tho rising man. 
At the plunge 
of bayonets Bastiles burst open. 
The 
earth groaned with 
the agonies of 
Rivoli, 
Austerlitz, 
Saragossa 
and 
Eylau. 
Five million men slain in his 
ware. 
Crowns were showered at his 
feet, and kingdoms hoisted triumphal 
aiches to lot him pass under, 
and 
Europe was lighted up at the conflagra­ 
tion of consuming cities. 
He could 
almost havo mado a causeway of human 
bones between Lisbon and Moscow. 
No power short of the omintpotent 
God 
could 
arrest him. 
But out 
of the 
ocean 
of 
human 
blood 
there arose a spirit in which the con­ 
queror found more than a match. The 
^.ery ambition th at. had cocked the 


lost all. 
He reached up after the 
scepter of traversal dominion, 
but 
slipped and fell back into desolation 
and banishment. 
The Americau ship, 
damaged of the storm, to-aay puts in 
at St. Helena and the crew go up to 
see the spot where the French exile 
expired in loneliness and disgrace, the 
mightiest of all 
Samsons shorn of 
his locks by ambition, that most mer­ 
ciless of all Delilahs. 
I have no time to enumerate. 
Evil 
associates, sudden successes, spend­ 
thrift habits, miserly proclivities and 
dissipation are tho names of some of 
the shears with which men are every 
day made 
powerless. 
They 
havo 
strewn the earth with the carcasses of 
giants and filled the great prison house 
with destroyed Samsons, who sit grind­ 
ing the mills of despair, their locks 
shorn and their eyes out. 
The first time I ever saw a city—it 
was Philadelphia—I was a more lad. 
I stopped at a hotel, and I remember 
in the eventide a corrupt man plied mo 
with his art. 
Ho saw I w.as green. 
He wanted to show mo the sights of 
the town. 
He painted the path of sin 
until it looked like emerald; but I was 
afraid of him. 
I shoved back from 
the basilisk. 
I remember how he 
wheeled his chair round in front of 
me, and with a concentrated 
and 
diabolic effort attempted to destroy 
my soul: but there were good angels 
in the air that night. 
It was no good 
resolution on my part, but it was the 
all-encompassing grace of a good God 
that delivered me. 
Beware! beware! 
O young man! There is a way that 
seometh right unto man. but tho ond 
thereof is death. 
If all tho victims of 
an impure life in all lands and ages 
could be gathered 
together, 
they 
would make an innumerable host. 
I say this not because I oxjiect to re­ 
claim any one that has gone astray in 
this fearful path, nut because I want to 
utter a warning to those who still main­ 
tain their integrity. Tho cases of recla­ 
mation of those who have given them­ 
selves fully up to an impure life are so 
few, probably you do not know one of 
them. 
I have S3en a good many start 
out on that road. 
How many have I 
seen come back? Not ono that I now 
think of. 
It seems as if the spell of 
death is on them and no human voice 
nor the voice of God can break the 
spell. 
Their feet are hoppled, their 
wrists are 
handcuffed. 
They havo 
around them a girdle of reptiles bunched 
at the waist, fastening them to an iron 
doom, and amidst their contortions they 
cry out: “Take me back to my father’s 
house. 
Where is mother? Take mo 
home! Take me home!” 
Do I stand before a man to-day tho 
locks of whose strength are being toyed 
with, let me tell you to escape lest the 
shears of destruction take your moral 
and your spiritual integrity. 
Do you 
not see your sandals beginning to curl 
on that red-hot path? This day in the 
name of Almighty God I tear off the 
beautifying veil of this old hag of in­ 
iquity. and I show you the ulcers and 
the bloody ichor and the parting joints 
and the macerated limbs, and I cry 
Out: Oh, horror of horrors! 
In the stillness of this Sabbath hour I 
lift a warning. 
Remember it is much 
easier to form lead habits than to get 
clear of them; in one minute of time 
you may get into a sin from which all 
eternity can not get you out. 
Oh, that 
the voice of God’s truth might down 
the voice of Delilah. 
Come into tho 
w a y s of pleasantness and the paths of 
pence, and by the grace of a pardoning 
God start for thrones of honor and do­ 
minion upon which you may reign, 
rather than travel the road to a dun­ 
geon where the destroyed grind in the 
mills of despair, their lcx'ks shorn and 
their eyes out.

locks of approved pattern. These doors 
alone woald furnish ordinary protecticn 
against burglars; Ihe outside doors are 
heavier and thicker than the inside or 
vestibule doors, and are constructed of 
the same material and in the same man­ 
ner aa the other work. The looking bolts 
on these doors are twenty-two in num­ 
ber and are V/2 inches in diameter un 
each door. These bolts are connected 
with a Barton & Harris automatic bol* 
dt vice that throws the bolts, the auto­ 
matic being connected with Yale Time 
Leeks, so that after the door is dosed 
and the automatic bas thrown the bolts 
for the night, they cannot be opened un­ 
til the time lock, teiDg set to a certain 
hoar, trips the trigger that operates the 
automatic, when the bolts are pulled back 
aud I. the door la ready to open.
